Hence" the popularity of these ^wash 
ing -bees" with the doughboy. He picks 
up a few words of French ond joins 
in the conversation, so far as his vo- 
cabulary permits. He is always pop- 
ular, and is the guest of honor always 
"among those present." It is a com- 
mon sight to see several doughboys 
gathered around the village washing 
place.
